Yo La Tengo’s Popular Songs

Some bands get older, writing 
the same songs over and over 
again. Some bands get older, but 
their audiences stay the same age, 
shedding their original fans in favor 
of the teenage market. And then 
there are bands like Yo La Tengo. 
No stale music. No desperate 
attempts at staying youthful. Yo 
La Tengo may be a band that’s 
been around for over twenty years, 
but their songs are never dated and 
their style has somehow remained 
classically the same. 

Yo La Tengo is a trio of 
multitalented musicians. Georgia 
Hubley, Ira Kaplan and James 
McNew have been playing with 
each other since 1992 (hope you’re 
not wrong, wikipedia). Ira tends 
to play mostly guitar - sometimes 
even playing the guitar while laying 
on the ground in a fit of intense 
noise. Georgia is technically the 
drummer and James is technically 
the bassist, but 


known to switch it up, with the 


they’ve been 
keyboards mixed in. And they all 
sing, each with their own unique 
voice and effect. Their overall 


sound can’t be pinpointed to one 


type of music. Yo La Tengo’s 
music can range anywhere on 
the sound spectrum from sweet 
melodies to feedback-filled noise. 
If you need some convincing on 
the range of music, check out these 
songs: “Sugarcube” (upbeat rock 
and an introspective music video), 
“Our Way to Fall” (the sweetest 
love song) and “Big Day Coming” 
(closer to the noisy side). 

Their latest album, Popular 
Songs, is paradoxically not a 
compilation of their most popular 
songs. It’s filled with new songs 
(although “Big Day Coming” had 
been a demo in a compilation 
that are different than 
songs in the past. Yet the melodies

and vocals are comfortable and 
familiar. They experiment with 
sound and style, as usual, and 
so they come up with songs that 
are in no way redundant and 
tiresome. And the inclusion of 
the organ and strings on some of 
the songs provides welcoming new 
sounds, especially the songs “If it’s 
True” and the catchy organ line in 
“Nothing to Hide”.

It’s the next best 
thing to attending all eight nights 
of their annual Hanukkah show in 
their hometown, Hoboken, NJ.

MarchFourth’s original material draws 
inspiration from an eclectic range of 
influences, such as gypsy brass, samba, 
funk, afro-beat, big-band, jazz and rock 
music, as well as television, film, circus, 
and vaudeville. 

MarchFourth Marching Band got its 
name from the date of their first show: 
March 4, 2003. It all began when a 
handful of artists

and musicians in 
decided to put together a 


Gras party on March 4th, originally 
performing a 7-song set. The night was 
a smashing success and encouraged the 
group to book more shows; they played a 
total of 34 shows in their first ten months. 

MarchFourth released their first album 
in 2005, a nine-song self titled studio 
album featuring cover songs and originals 
that has sold 10,000 copies to date. 

M4 was ready for a real challenge in 
2006, so they planned a two-week trip to 
Germany for 35 people in conjunction 
with the FIFA World Cup. There they 
won the “Best in Show” award at the 
Altonale Festival, beating over fifty other 
performance troupes from around the 
world. 

In 2007 the band expanded their 


fourth anniversary party to two shows 
at the Crystal Ballroom and sold out 
both shows. M4 also released its second 
album, Live, featuring eight new M4 


original songs and a few covers — all from 
live appearances in 2006 and 2007. 

The big focus of 2009 was recording 
the new studio album, Rise Up, which

On Saturday, February 26, University of 
Oregon Campus Radio 88.1 FM KWVA welcomes 
Ninth Moon Black, Parade of Storms, Facing 
Extinction, Cult of Unholy Shadows and Ara. 

Rooted in the instrumental genre and 
summoning influences from the musical realms of 
psychedelic, ambient, progressive and post rock, 
Ninth Moon Black conjure an atmosphere that is 
music for the psychonaut. The soundtrack for this 
journey is anchored in solid loop style drumming 
and deep rumbling basslines that never venture 
far from the low strings. Within this foundation 
emerge guitars that interplay, weaving delayed 
swells and haunting melodies that transform into 
thick and textured grooves. Warm spacey synth 
lines lead the voyager through sonic realms that 
are reminiscent of dreams that are vague, yet 
emotionally rich. 

In 2007 Ninth Moon Black released their 
debut self titled album; it was followed by the 
zoro release Kalyug. 

Kalyug is a 30 minute concept EP narrated 
by historian/author Michael Cremo. Cremo 
presents the idea that the world moves through 
four yuga cycles. The first being the Satya Yuga 
which is an age where people live in a state pure 
consciousness. In the second and third ages, the 
Tretra Yuga and the Dvapara Yuga, civilizations 
form and conflict arises. Humanity spiritually 
devolves, falling into the Age of Discord, or 
the Kali Yuga which is the fourth and most 
destructive age for mankind. 

Parade of Storms is a psychedelic metal band 
from Eugene made up of Atom Bouris, Drew 
Anderson, Kendall Fox and Jamie Hartley. 

“The rhythm section of Parade of Storms 
rose from the demise of On The First Day... 
They Were Kittens and borrows the guitar player 
from Lucika. The band’s Pink Floyd influence 
is readily apparent, but there’s a lot more going 
on,” reports Vanessa Salvia. 

“Their self-titled five-song debut forms a 


song cycle about warrior-types at sea on a ship 
named The Falcon. They sail into the unknown, 
into an endless storm, imprisonment, battle 
and redemptive victory. On the seven-minute 
instrumental track “The Descent of the Falcon”, 
tendrils of psychedelic-doom heaviness swim in a 
sea of Pink Floyd-ish guitars. By the end, it’s as 
epic as Floyd’s own “Echoes”. Grand and etched 
in light and dark, it could be a new classic of riff 
rock. 

“These guys are all talented and experienced 
players who seem to have found their pole star.” 

Facing Extinction will be celebrating the 
releasing of their first full-length CD, All For 
Naught, during the performance at the WOW 
Hall. 

A four-piece involved in the Eugene punk/ 
metal scene since 2007, Facing Extinction plays a 
hybrid of crust punk, grindcore and doom metal. 
They pride their music on being not-so-strictly- 
regimented because it allows a little space for 
improvisation. 

Founded in 2008, Cult of Unholy Shadows 
is Grim Black Metal from the depths of Hell. 
They feature a three piece format with searing 
guitar, punishing bass, relentless drums and 
tortured vocals. The various song structures can 
range from complex to minimalist with a mix of 
melodic and dissonant compositions. 

Ara means “altar” in Latin. They’ve only been 
a band since November 2010 but consist of very 
experienced members. They have a guitarist from 
In The Name of God, a guitarist from Allost, a 
bass player from Necryptic and a drummer from 
Tormentium. Ara’s vocals are three piece (the 
string players) acting as one. The best way I can 
describe the music is this: crusty war metal. 

“We strive for a huge atmospheric sound,” 
note the players, “but still embrace shreddy 
solos.”

It’s 
also played regularly at wedding 
receptions. 

Sean followed up “The Man 
Song” with dozens of other comedy 
songs, many of them relationship 
songs like “The Woman Song” 
and “He Said, She Heard”. He 
also writes songs about everything 
else including “Dickin’ Around at 
Work”, “Repo Man is Coming 
to Town”, “ I Think it’s Going to 
be a Great Day”, “The Toddler 
Song”, “It’s All About Me” and 
“The Man Who Doesn’t Exist”. 
Sean’s songs “Dear Santa” and
